Any person unacquainted with the real —— of ain in Utah would 
naturally suppose on reading these items that the Mormons“ are in a state 
of insurrection. He would picture Utah in his mind as the scene of excitement, 
* confusion and anarchy. So far from such being the case, however, there ig no 
Place on earth where peace and good order prevail to a greater extent than in 
, Utah, among the “Mormons,” and if there was no more danger to be appre- 
dended from any other source than from them, che Government might just as 
well dispense with its military force altogether. 

But what isthe meaning of this blood-curdling statement about “a conspir- 
acy to nullify the national laws?” What can it mean? .The “Mormons” in 
Dab have no voice or influence in either making or nullifying the national 
‘laws. Utah is a Territory, not a State, and hence only allowed to send one 
- delegate to Congress; and he is not allowed to vote on the laws that are 
enacted for the government of the nation. And as to nullifying the national 
laws, that power is reserved to Congress, and to the Supreme Court of the 
- United States. But perhaps he would have us infer that it is by force of arms 
‘the “Mormons” are conspiring to bring about this nullification. ' A very likely 
«story, when the Latter-day Saints, or Mormons,” as they are called; represent 
only one in four hundred of the people of the nation. The truth is, that 
Statement is meant for “buntome.” No couspitacy whatever has been entered 
‘inte on the part of the Mormons” to.“ n the national laws,” or interfere 
in the least with the execution of them. Tudend, they have suffered them- 
selves to be grossly imposed upon, by allowing those sppointed to execute the 


‘laws to far exceed their lawful bounds. We are safe in saying that such an 
example of patient submission to unjust and tyrannical laws as they have 
shown, has never been witnessed among any other people in this age. The 

"goercion law” against polygamy has been executed, Governor Murrays state- 
mont to the contrary hotwithstanding. It bas been executed with a vengeance, 
for by it not only those who are at present polygamists, but all who ever have 
“been in the past, have been punished, and that, too, without the shadow of a 
‘trial. Thousands have been arbitrarily deprived of the right to vote or hold 
“office, two of the dearest rights‘ of American citizens, without an attempt 

to prove them guilty of what even the “law against’ polygamy” 

“eonstrués into a crime, To all this the “Mormons” have patiently submitted, 
confident that however much their enemies might inflict wrongs upon them, 
right would triumph in the end. True, they did not acknowledge the justice 
or constitutionality of the law enforced against them, or the arbitrary rulings 
of the Commissioners under that law, and though they quietly submitted to 
them, they proposed to test these points. Perhaps this is what Governor 
Murray calls “a conspiracy to nullify the national *laws,” Perhaps their 
testing the constitutionality of this law, or the rulings of those Commissioners, 
may result in nullifying them. We are inclined to think it will. And the 
presenes of all the army of the Union will not affect the result one way or 
‘another. They do not propose to test them by force af arms, but in the way 
‘ which the law provides. The Constitution guarantees the right of appeal to 
the courts and of trial by a jury ‘of one’s peers, when any crime is charged, and 
this right the Latter-day Saints claim, and they’ mean to contend for it as 
lawful citizens of the Union.

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"SKETCH OF PRESIDENT DAVID Lewis” LABORS. 


President David Lewis, of the Welsh Conference, . writes, from Merthyr 
Trag! Oct. 11, 1883, as fellows: *

SKETCH OF ELDER, CRAWFORD'S HAND OF PROVIDENCE. 


Eider John Crawford, of the. Glasgow Conference, writing from Edinburgh, 
“October 13th, sends us the followiag sketch of his missionary labors. [As 
to the cause of his unexpected release, * explain that we have learned 
occasionally, without Brother Crawfo knowledge, of his suffering from 
rheumatism i in his ankles, which at times has ‘rendered it quite difficult for 
him to gat about. Under the circumstances we deemed it wisdom to release 
him. We are eatirely satisfied with his labora; and jt is all the more credit- 

able to him that he was not looking for his release, but — ͤ 
dn theompleiaingly): * 

„hee eres that Iain released to retarn home with the Ootober company. This 
is quite unexpected, for I never as much as hinted to anyone that I would like to go- 
bome, norcomplained about anything, but have been doing the best I could in — 
way. L ves called on my mission at the A pril Conference, 1882, and started from Ogden 
in company with over thirty ‘others on the same business. On the Ith of April, 1882, 

after spending two days in New York, we sailed for Liverpool on board the .A. Wiseen- 
„n. We made the trip from Ogden in eighteen days. On the day of our arrival Brothers: 
David Burnett, John Pénman and I were appointed to labor in the Glasgow Conference, 
where we arrived the same evening, and reported ourselves to Presiclemt Irvine. The

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next day, being Sunday, I spoke three times at as many different meetings. Having got 
leave from President Irvine to visit my relatives, I went next day and found two brothers 
and a sister, with other relatives, all very glad to eee me after an absence of eighteen 
years. ‘I spent the most of two weeks with them, after which 1 was sent 50 labor in the 
 Ayrsbite District. I found Brother Joseph W. MeMurrin waiting for me at the railway 
station. I traveled with him over a month, when he was sent to Edinburgh and T was 
Jett alone in Ayrshire. I traveled # great deal in that District, holding meetings wher. 
- ever I could get a chance, in halls, private houses and out · doors; advertized our meetings 
in the newspapers, sent the bellman of the town and warned the people of them, and 
. gave away invitation cards in great numbers with a notice of our places of meeting 
printed om ou side, und the articles of our faith on the other. Some good meetings were the 
result. After laboring theré six mouths, Elder John McQuarrie was sent to take my 
place. I spent nearly another month with him, introducing him to the good people of 
- Ayrshire, and showing him the reads. I spent many happy times with the Saints in that 
’ District that T will not on forget.’ Leaving there I came to Glasgow, and labored in that 
District two or three weeks, and when Elder! Burnett was released to return home on 
account of sickness, Elder MeQuarrie was called to Aberdeen in his pla. Elder Hunter 
then being sent to Ayrshire, I accompanied him to introduce him. I got a good; hearty 
welcome holding mestings 
Where we could; I returned to Glasgow. 
President McKay going home and Elder MeMarrin taking his place, I tent'to 
Edinburgh. T arrived in that great city of love, law and phyaie (and many other things 
whieh L will not mention for fear of offending some of my good friends there), Mach 2, 
18883. I have labored there ever cee. I felt my weakness in being bent to this’ vity of 
learning, where there is one college containing 1,500 students, and another being built 
that will hold as many more, besides a great many more places of learning; but in my 
* weakness I trusted in God, and when I have stood up in theirpublic parks the Lord has 
been with me, and I have defied the learned to bring anything against eur principles 
‘ from the Scriptares. I preached aso in many of thé surrounding and When I 
telt my weakness I have prayed to God to make me strong; then, fi; tively speaking, 
I turned on à little more sand. The Lord heard my prayér and His Spirit rested en Me, 
so that the power I was enabled to exert is marvelous in my own eyes. There are two 
mall Branches in this District, containing some good, faithful Latter-day Saints, who 
are enjoying the Spirit of God; ahd I have spent many happy times with them. I have 
ever felt to rejoice since I came on my mission, and I know the Lord has been with me. 
I have done a great deal of piping, though but véry few have danced. I have baptized 
and have hed the pleasure of othére say that 1 was the one of lesding 
‘A great. many testimonies have been given to me and others of the Saints in this 
Dice I will mention ane. I had some of the Saints to send to Liverpool from here. 
Wa usually send them by the Caledonian Railway, but that day 1 felt impressed to send 
them over the ‘Waverly route. I had some fears about departing frum the established 
custom, but could not have peace in my feelings until I had decided to do 80, and take 
the blame if there was any. So I went down to the station to find out if I could get the 
ame rates, and finding that I could, I sent them on by this route. Next morning it was 
reported in the newspapers that the Caledonian train upon which the Sainte would have 
1 traveled had they gone on that line had been wrecked, and a great many severely hurt. 
. Leaw in this another evidence of the goodness of God to His people. ü 
At another time, in the hall in. Edinburgh, While I was telling the Sinks we wena 
» gathering to Zion for riches, but to learn the ways of the Lord and walk in his paths, 
build Temples in which we could attend to ordinances for the living and the dead, ete., 
much of the Spirit of God was in our midst...Some of the Saints were able to diseegn 
» @pirits; one sister saw her father and mother standing at my side the whole of the time I 
poke on that subject, looking pleased and steadfastly at her. It was such a good meeting 
tat we hated to part. I feel to thank all who have administered to my wants, and pray 
God to bless them.”

It is not quite 0 
large as the old one, but it is large enough, and not as much exposed to the visits of the 
roughs, who used to disturb their meetings. Wo attended the first meeting in the new 
hall, and were pleased with its neat appearance. In addressing a Swedish congregation, 
Thad satisfaction in the thought that they could not criticise my Danish very much, for - 
suppose they had enough to do to understand me at all. .
